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The  acreage  planted  to  corn  in  Indiana  during  the  past  10  years 
has  varied  from  4,061,000  in  1934  to  4,779,000  in  1931.    The  planted 
acreage  in  1928  was  somewhat  larger  than  it  otherwise  would  have  been,  if 
1,425,000  acres  of  winter  wheat  seeded  in  the  fall  of  1927  had  not  been 
winter  killed.    An  inquiry  sent  to  township  assessors  in  June,  1928 
showed  that  about  31  percent  of  the  land  on  which  wheat  had  been  Ydnter 
killed  had  been  replanted  to  corn. 

The  acreage  of  corn  in  1929  was  reduced  by  a  return  to  more 
normal  rotation  practice  which  had  been  disturbed  by  the  heavy  loss  of 
winter  wheat  in  1928.    The  excessive  rainfall  of  May  and  June  caused  a 
further  reduction  below  farmers*  intentions.    This  wet  weather  prevented 
proper  early  cultivation  with  weedy  corn  as  the  result.    The  cool  summer 
months  prevented  a  recovery  from  the  late  start  and  yields  were  below 
average.    Summer  drought  was  severe  in  southern  counties.    Frost  came 
rather  early  and  the  fall  months  were  cool,  so  that  corn  cured  poorly 
and  quality  was  low.    The  wet  weather  of  November  and  December  delayed 
completion  of  husking. 

Beginning  in  March  of  1930  and  continuing  all  summer,  the 
precipitation  was  below  normal  and  temperatures  were  above  normal.  The 
acreage  planted  to  corn  in  1930  was  somewhat  larger  than  that  of  1929. 
Dry  weather  caused  poor  stands  and  uneven  growth  in  many  fields  but 
permitted  frequent  cultivation,  so  that  on  July  1st  prospects  were  about 
average  with  only  the  southern  districts  shov^ing  any  positive  damage. 
The  drought  which  lasted  all  summer  caused  the  corn  yield  for  the  state 
to  be  among  the  lowest  recorded.    Along  the  Ohio  River  yields  were  the 
lowest  in  a  generation  and  as  far  north  as  Indianapolis  they  were 
generally  below  average.    The  quality  of  the  grain  was  better  than 
average  in  the  districts  getting  good  yields,  but  in  the  less  favored 
sections  worm  damage  and  drought  effects  lowered  quality  materially. 
A  dry  fall  permitted  an  early  harvest  and  enhanced  quality. 

The  1931  crop  season  was  comparatively  favorable,  and  above 
average  yields  were  made  by  most  important  Indiana  farm  crops.  Corn 
yielded  about  10  percent  more  than  average.    The  acreage  was  increased 
again  over  the  preceding  year*    Cool  dry  weather  early  in  the  season 
caused  some  poor  stands  and  there  was  considerable  complaint  of  cut 
worm  and  summer  insect  damage.    The  latter  part  of  the  growing  season 
was  warm  and  precipitation  was  somewhat  above  average,  and  frost  came 
very  late.    Consequently  a  good  yield  of  corn  of  excellent  quality  was 
matured  throiighout  the  state.    Some  damage  resulted  from  dry,  hot  weather 
in  July  in  the  counties  along  the  Illinois  border  north  of  the  Wabash 
River. 


The  estimated  corn  acreage  in  1932  was  2  percent  less  than  the 
previous  year,  but  still  at  a  comparatively  high  level.    It  appears  that 
during  this  period  of  extremely  low  prices,  farmers  were  attempting  to 
support  their  income  by  producing  larger  quantities.    Planting  was 
delayed  somewhat  by  rains  which  caused  the  average  planting  date  to  be 
four  days  later  than  in  1931.    May  and  June  were  favorable  for  field 
work  and  stands  were  good  and  fields  unusually  clean  on  the  first  of 
July,    Although  the  crop  was  retarded  by  drought  in  August  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  state,  yields  were  about  average  in  that  section  and  better 
than  average  in  many  sections  of  the  state. 

During  the  winter  months  of  1932-33  corn  prices  ranged  from 
15  to  20  cents  a  bushel  over  most  of  the  state.    This  unfavorable  prospect 
caused  farmers  to  plan  about  an  8  percent  decrease  in  acreage  for  1933  as 
compared  with  1932.    Unfavorable  weather  for  corn  planting  and  a  rise  in 
the  general  price  level  caused  marked  improvement  in  corn  prices  in  April 
and  May,    Hence,  at  corn  planting  time  the  price  was  conducive  to  a  much 
larger  acreage  than  originally  intended,  but  climatic  factors  prevented 
this  and  the  final  result  was  about  the  same  acreage  as  originally  in- 
tended early  in  the  spring.    Wet  weather  delayed  the  beginning  of  corn 
planting  and  prolonged  it  greatly.    The  qiiick  incidence  of  drought  in 
June  after  the  heavy  rains  in  May  put  seed  beds  in  poor  condition.  The 
result  was  poor  stands  and  backward  growth.    Summer  precipitation  was 
showery  and  scanty.    Com  was  therefore  uneven  within  very  short 
distances.    Chinch  bugs  caused  some  damage  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state.    Damage  from  drought  seemed  imminent  throughout  the  season  over 
most  of  the  state.    Late  rains  v;ere  ample  and  a  prolonged  growing  season 
permitted  an  unexpectedly  large  proportion  of  the  crop  to  mature.  The 
yield  per  acre  of  29,5  bushels  was  above  earlier  expectations,  but 
considerably  below  average. 

The  planted  corn  acreage  in  1934  was  materially  reduced  below 
that  planted  in  earlier  years,  due  to  the  effect  of  the  first  Corn-Hog 
Program,    However  the  decrease  was  not  as  great  as  farmers*  intentions 
in  March  of  that  spring.    This  is  attributed  to  steadily  advancing 
prices  of  corn  throughout  the  winter  and  spring  of  1933-34  combined  with 
a  favorable  planting  season.    Over  most  of  the  state  good  stands  were 
the  rule,  and  as  the  season  advanced  clean  corn,  well  cultivated,  waited 
to  take  advantage  of  the  rains  which  did  not  fall.    On  July  1  corn 
condition  was  still  9  points  above  average.    By  September,  the  drought 
damage  had  been  serious  in  portions  of  the  state,  especially  in  the 
northwest. 

The  1935  corn  acreage  was  somewhat  larger  than  the  previous 
year  because  of  the  Corn-Hog  Program  being  less  attractive  and  corn 
prices  in  the  winter  of  1934-35  averaging  7B  cents  per  bushel  compared 
with  40  cents  the  preceding  winter.    Corn  planting  in  1935  was  late  due 
to  a  wet  and  backward  spring.    Rainfall  in  May  nearly  equaled  twice  the 
normal  amount  in  the  southern  part  of  the.  state,  shading  down  to  nearly 
50  percent  increase  in  other  areas.    This  caused  uneven  stands,  replanting 
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and  weedy  fields.    In  the  south  much  land  intended  for  corn  was  never 
planted.    Showers  in  July  with  high  average  night  temperatures  improved 
the  crop.    By  September,  corn  was  reported  in  better  than  average 
condition  in  all  sections  except  the  southwest.    Although  the  corn  was 
two  weeks  late  most  fields  produced  good  yields  of  well  matured  grain 
with  only  a  small  amount  of  soft  corn  due  to  frost  in  the  north. 

Corn  acreage  planted  in  1936  was  materially  larger  than  that 
of  a  year  earlier.    This  was  due  to  there  being  no  restrictions  on  corn 
acreage  in  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  of  that  year.  Corn 
planting  was  begun  under  favorable  circumstances.    The  prolonged  dry 
weather  of  late  spring  and  early  summer  was  responsible  for  some  of  the 
late  seed  beds  being  poorly  prepared.    Some  fields  intended  for  corn 
were  not  planted  because  of  lack  of  moisture.    Light  rains  helped  bring 
fair  stands  in  some  localities,  however  many  fields  had  to  be  replanted. 
On  July  1,  condition  of  the  crop  was  reported  at  73  percent  of  normal 
which  was  only  3  points  below  average.    By  August  1,  corn  condition  had 
fallen  to  A-6  percent  of  normal  which  was  29  points  below  average  for 
that  month.    Much  of  the  early  corn  in  all  sections  of  the  state  was 
beyond  help  at  that  time.    However  the  condition  of  late  corn  was  spotted, 
but  made  substantial  improvement  in  prospects  as  a  result  of  August  rains. 
The  drought  of  1936  was  unlike  that  of  1934  in  that  all  areas  of  the  state 
were  severely  affected;  whereas,  in  1934  by  far  the  most  severe  damage 
occurred  in  the  northwest. 

The  acreage  planted  to  corn  in  1937  was  larger  than  that  planted 
in  any  other  year  in  the  12  year  period,  1928-39 >  with  the  exception  of 
1931*    This  was  caused  by  several  circumstances;  corn  prices  were  high  at 
planting  time;  grass  seedings  lost  in  the  1936  drought  and  conservative 
seedings  of  oats  left  liberal  acreage  available  for  corn;  and,  except  in 
the  northeastern  part  of  the  state  the  weather  did  not  limit  corn  planting. 
Everjrwhere,  however,  there  was  a  threat  of  fields  becoming  too  wet. 
Alertness  of  growers,  taking  advantage  of  favorable  days,  and  increasing 
use  of  power  machinery  to  meet  peak  loads,  made  possible  the  planting  of 
a  3^rge  acreage.    For  the  first  time  an  appreciable  acreage  was  planted 
with  hybrid  seed,  though  the  actual  extent  of  the  use  of  such  seed  was 
not  determined.    The  period  for  cultivating  corn  was  rather  wet  and  many 
fields,  especially  in  the  northeast  district  became  weedy  and  grassy. 
Drought  threatened  in  the  southwest  district  in  late  July.    Ample  rains 
in  August,  with  favorable  temperatures  following  permitted  the  crop  to 
make  a  wonderful  finish  of  the  season's  growth. 

The  acreage  planted  to  corn  in  193B  was  sharply  reduced  because 
of  provisions  in  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  of  that  year 
limiting  corn  acreage.    Planting  was  delayed  and  hindered  because  of  wet 
ground.    About  two  weeks  of  good  weather  in  the  middle  of  June  permitted 
the  cleaning  of  fields  which  were  becoming  very  weedy.  Excessively 
heavy  rains  the  last  of  June  were  injurious  to  many  fields  of  corn,  even 
on  upland.    These  rains  caused  floods  aldng  the  west  fork  of  the  'iThite 
River  and  along  the  V/abash  as  far  south  as  Gibson  County.    It  was 
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estimated  that  64,000  acres  of  river  bottom  corn  were  destroyed  by  the 
flood.    Many  flooded  fields  where  the  corn  plants  were  not  completely 
covered  with  water  made  partial  recovery.    Dashing  rains  following  the 
subsidence  of  the  flood  were  helpful  in  washing  mud  from  the  previously 
flooded  plants.    Except  for  drought  in  small  local  areas  the  latter  part 
of  August,  moisture  was  abundant  for  corn  throughout  the  season.  Above 
normal  temperatures  in  the  late  summer  and  fall  were  favorable  for 
maturing  the  crop.    The  use  of  hybrid  seed  on  about  33  percent  of  the 
total  acreage  is  believed  to  be  a  material  factor  in  keeping  the  yield 
per  acre  well  above  average. 

The  planted  corn  acreage  in  1939  was  reduced  about  3.5  percent 
below  that  of  a  year  earlier.    The  reduction  was  due  to  an  increased 
number  of  farmers  making  their  plantings  meet  the  corn  acreage  allotments 
in  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program.    The  dry  May  favored  early 
planting  and  a  good  start  toward  clean  cultivation.    Stands  generally 
were  excellent.    Hybrid  seed  was  used  on  about  51  percent  of  the  total 
acreage.    From  June  to  late  August,  precipitation  was  above  normal 
accompanied  by  temperatures  above  nonnal,  but  without  extremes  of  either 
precipitation  or  temperature.    In  late  August  and  early  September  high 
temperatures  and  dry  weather  stopped  growth  of  corn  and  dried  the  leaves 
throughout  the  state  with  impairment  of  yields  only  in  sandy  areas  in 
the  northern  part  of  the  state.    Rainfall  continuing  below  normal  from 
September  to  husking  time  permitted  corn  to  cure  and  dry  exceptionally 
early  and  with  extraordinary  thoroughness.    Quality  of  the  grain  was 
excellent.    The  estimated  yield  per  acre  of  51- 5  bushels  per  acre  is 
6.5  bushels  above  the  previous  high  yield  of  45*0  bushels  established 
in  1937*    The  following  are  some  of  the  factors  considered  accountable 
for  the  extremely  high  yield: 


1.  Ideal  weather  conditions  throughout  the  growing  season, 

2.  Use  of  hybrid  seed  on  a  large  acreage, 

3.  Power  equipment  making  timely  planting  and  cultivation  possible, 

4.  Reduced  acreage  making  possible  planting  on  most  fertile  fields,  and 

5.  Larger  than  usual  acreage  of  legumes  in  19 3B  plowed  under  for  corn.
